others than ‘statisticians or compilers of 
figures, and should be carefully studied by 
everyone desirous of becoming thoroughly 
acquainted with the progress of the Colony. 
Blue books, White books and -Government 
reports are more often than not put on one 
sideas dry and uninteresting reading, whereas 
anyone who ‘has troubled to study even 
casually their contents cannot fail to have’ 
appreciated the storehouse of knowledge 
embadied between their unattractive covers. 
This is especially the case with the annual 
') reports of the Medical Department prepared 
by Dr. J. M. Atkinson, the Principal Civil 
Medical Officer, and Dr. Irancis Clark, the 
Medical Officer of Health, ‘These are 
among the first to hand, and if subse- 
quent ones relating to other branches 
of the Government service are equally 
as satisfactory the progress of Hongkong 
during -the past year leaves little to be 
desired. We gather from -the observations 
of Dr. Clark that, so far as the health of the 
Colony is concerned there has been” a pro-, 
gressive improvement sitice the reorganiz- 
ation of the Sanitary Department in 1895 as 
demonstrated by a declining death-rate, 
which now stands at an average of 21.58 
for the five years 100-04, as against 
22.46 for 1895-99, 2415 for 1890-94 
and 29.62 for 1885-8), These averages 
include deaths from plague; but excluding 
the high figures which the mortality from this 
disease add annually to our death rate 
the average shows a corresponding. satisfac- 
tory decrease. ‘The figures, however, do 
not include Naval and Military populations 
and deaths which, if taken into account, 
show a death rate for 1904 of 16.94 per 
thousand as compared with 18.9 per 
thousand for tgo3 and 21.7 per’ thou- 
sand for 1goz. Such a state of affairs, 
ascribable to the great advances made 
in the Colony during the past decade 
in sanitary science, must be regarded as 
eminently satisfactory. The Government 
has recognised the mistakes of previous 
administrators, It has driven the. Jugger- 
naut car of civilisation through the noisome 
and filthy alleys which decent citzens at one 
time dared not enter; it has widened narrow 
thoroughfares, pulled down insanitary areas, 
and impressed upan the natives the necessity 
of the general cleansing of their houses, 
The Public Health and’ Buildings Ordin- 
ance wasa timely measure and the benefits 
of it are already being felt. Under its 
provisions adequate light and ventilation is 
being secured for new houses, and great 
improvements on_the existing type of dwell- 
ings are being effected. We further learn 
from the report of the M, O. H,, that a certain 
amount of land was resumed in respect of 
scavenging lanes, its total area being 498 
square feet, while in connection with the 
general resumption scheme for the improye- 
ment of the sanitary condition of the City, 
an area of 24,898 square feet was resumed 
during the twelve months in one of the most 
overcrowded areas, and the buildings are 
now being demolished for the purpose of 
forming a wide street through the block, In 
addition, an area of 1,650 square fect, on- 
which stands a coolie house for the chair 
coolies at the Peak, has been resumed for 
administrative purposes. We cannot, of 
course, dissociate ourselves from the fact that 
we are having to pay dearly for the luxury of 
having the city cleansed, but at whatever 
cost, Hongkong is acquiring a comparative | 
sweetness and light which undoubtedly con- 
duces to hygienic advantage.

OUR RAINFALL. 
—— 


A MATTER OF SERIOUS MOMENT, . 


Reporting on the health of the Colony for the 
year (904, Dr, F, Clark says :— 

In my annual report for 1899 1 showed that 
the average rainfall during the decade ending 
that year was eleven and a half inches less than 
the average rainfall during the preceding 
decade. In 1902 I showed that the average 
rainfall had fallen more than sixteen and a half 
inches during the decade :ending that ycar 


below the rainfall for the previous decade, and. 


we now see that the average deficiency amounts 


to nearly twenty andahalf inches when the’ 


past decade is compared with the immediately 
preceding one. This is a matter of ‘serious 
moment in connection with the question of the 
water supply of the Colony, and indicates more- 
over a progressive change in our climatic 
conditions generally.

DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDINGS. .» 


The unpretentious buildings, evidently 
designed for use andnot for show, are com> 
prised in eight paved but uncovered courts 
affording sufficient shelter for the four hundred 
students that are saidto have gathered there 
inthe palmy days when scholars prepared for 
the service of the State by writing verses to the 
stars, Three sides af each court are given up 
to living rooms for students, two in each, 
while the fourth or upper side gives space for 
teachers’ quarters atid elass-roone, 


But in one court,in place of the teachers! 
quarters, there isa high pillared shrins-room 
where behind red curtains gits the massive 
wooden statuo of Chu Fu Tsz, an object of 
reverence as the intellectual father of the race 
of students cultured here. This room comes 
just in front of the grotto where the image 
of the white deer stands. An inscription in 
huge chatacters hangs xbove his thronéd and 
on either side are tablets to the memory of his 
distinguished disciples, ‘ 

Passing into the adjacent court through a 
circular doorwdy we stand in the sanctum 
sanctorum of the college, in the very midst of 
its buildings, occupied by a temple with great 
dovule doors smeared with the ubiquitous 
Chinese red, Dark and damp the main hall 
of this temple offers shelter to large images of 
Confucius, Menciue ond fifteen of the famous 
disciples of the»Sage. This image of Con- 
fucius is rather contrary to custom, and |p 
perhaps accounted for by the Buddhistic 
inclinations of Chil Fu Tsz. 


required to remove the spectacles; but on our 
visit in August 1904 not only were our glosses 
allowed to remain before our eyes, but the 
ladies of our patty were granted teady en- 
trance to this holy of holies. The real diffi- 
culty was rather that things were too free and 
easy and the long robed but rather youthful 
students top pert even from ao Chinese point of 
view. Evidence was not wanting of the shift- 
lessness resulting from Chu Fu Tsz’s pro- 
vision of’ free tuition and support of 
each student, Had it cost them more to 
gis this classical learning, they might have 

en more diligent in its acquisition and more 
earnest in making it bear fruit in helpful service 
to their fellows, : 

Without a competent head or organized 
faculty, without a governing board or scarcely 
a janitor, the students are a law unto them: 
selyes, They bring their own furniture and 
cooking utensils and build little hearths for 
private usé or perhaps in clubs, he siler- 
dated condition of many sections of the bulld- 
ings, no doubt, results fram a Iack of other 
ready fuel, . Some parts of the roof are crushed 
In and weeds flourish in several rooms, Many 
of the memorial tablets have fallen down, and 
altogether the place has become nothing more 
than a sleepy and degenerate cloister where 
about twenty students, free from the distur- 
bances of home-life and new spirit of change 
Spreading over the land, can better prosecute 
thelr antiquated studies. As typically repre- 
sentative of China’s ancient educational system, 
the College of the White Deer Grotto has upon 
it the mildew of decline, while in many places 
jerosghont the Empire schools of the newer 
learning under foreign and native auspices are 
preparing the alert of China's youth to lead in 
the strong and masterful civilization which she 
is destined to attain,

ROYAL ENGINEERS! ANNOAL | 


Surgeon-General G, J, H. Evalt, c.3, tHe 
prospective Liberal candidate for the Fareham 
ivision of Hampshire, delivered an address 
recently at the Town Hall, Emsworth.

Officer of the znd Army Corps, had in the bib

an old Service family, and born on November 
tt, 1843, he entered the Army in March, 1865, 
atthe age of ai, and served in the Alghan 
War, in the Pesak (Malacca) War, and was 
afterwards Medical. Officer of the Royal 
Academy, Woolwich; promoted to colonel in 
1896, when he was ordered to’ Hongkong. 
There he made full use of the opportunit 
which his official position gave him to pus 
forward sanitary reforms for the benefit of the 
soldicra stationed in the colony, Among 
‘other improvements he secured a full water 
supply for the troops at Kowloon, He also 
obtained an extra shirt for all the troops in the 
command, as well as two pairs of flannel sleep- 
ing suits for all soldiers in the colony, It was, 
also during his tenure of office there thatthe 
Mount Austin Hotel was purchased for the 
troops by’ the. War Office, at the cost of 
£30,000, In addition, the sick, who formerly 
were senthome from Hongkong only once a 
year, left the Far East fortnightly or monthly 
steamers, to the great improvement and well- 
being of the garrison. The solders’ bed-sheets, 
up tothat time changed only once a month, 
were changed every fortnight, and in this wa’ 
cleanliness, comfort, and health were promoted, 
While at Bongkong Surgeon-General, Evatt 
visited the Franch garrisons in Tong-King, and 
crossed the Franco-Chinese frontier into 
Kwangsi province in 1897.

Among 
non-Chinese it had diminished from 19 in 1903 
to 12.4% 1n 1994 In addition to this, measures 
had been taken by the Government to stop the 
ravages of malaria by the training of nultahs, 
the removal of undergrowth and the filling in 
of swamps. The number of malaria patients 
admitted into the hospitals had. dimished 
from 1,393 in 1901 to 490 in 1904, The number 
of deaths from thjs cause had also diminished, 
from §74 in 1901 to 3ot in 1904. There ha 
been a marked diminution of malaria and a 
great saving of human life. And this year 
there had been less plague th in any other year 
since 1897, but it was very dangerous to pro- 
phesy, because there were many facts about 
the plague bacilli of which they were ignorant. 
if{they would only persuade the Chinese to 
help them, he thought ‘that this year would he 
hot so serious in thie respect as Inst year 
(Applause).

PROCKEDINGS IN HONGKONG:

Mr. R. A. Harding, solicitor, appeared before 
Mr. Gampertz at the Mawistracy this morning, 
and applied for the extradition, on | ebalf of 
the Chinese Government, of Ma Tsui Ko, who 
is wanted for having committed an armed 
robbery in Chinese waters, within the j srisdic- 
tion af the Government of China, onthe sath 
1of July 1904. Briefly, the facts of the cnse 
were that on the day in question Ma ‘T'sui Ko, 
with others, took passage on the junk osten- 
sibly tn go ton village-up the West River, and 
while the junk was under way Ma producing 
a revolver, and assisted by the other “pasren- 
gers,” terrnrized the master and crew of the 
unk, and after relieving them <f several 
undred dollars worth of goods, in clothing, 
money and jewelry forced them to land the 
marauders ata point midway between the junk 
people's tsual ports of call. and warned them 
not to land, nor to set sail again for ane hour 
afterthe pirates had left the junk, Reports werr 
made by the junk people nt points along their 
route, and Mn ‘Tsui Ko was finally traced to 
Itoughong where, from his photo and descrip- 
tion; it was discovered that he was the man 
who, in 1903, hod served a term of imprison: 
ment with hard labour, and an exposure in the 
stocks fir thet. From this clue the detectives 
were easily enabled to trace Ma, and soon had 
him.in the toils, and his extradition was now 
soughl, in order that the Chinese Government: 
might deal with him for the piracy after their 
own particular custem. After trking formal 
evidence of the arrest, the case was remanded 
until to-morrow,

“Hongkong, it would seem, is still affected by 

the question of a waer famine, For the past 

couple of weeks or more, householders have 
been obliged to Iny in ‘the stock of water be- 
tween 6 and 10 an, soflicient to supply the 
needs of the day, and the result has been that 
all manner of utensils have Leen ‘called into 
use for this purpose, It isn well-known fact, 
that the Chinese hause-bsy is by no means 

immaculately clean, ind his idea of filling a 

pannikin is of the crudest description, He 

simply dips it into the water-jar, nnd fills his 
vessel. This system has the double advantage 
of fulfilling the end he had in view and also 

Cleaning the stained: exterior of the. pannikin, 

That may account for the fact that even clear 

soup has, of late, had a suspicion of “thick: 

ness” about it, : .

water authorities, is frittered away, 

Since the water authority dechued its inten’ 
tion of reducing the daily supply to four 
hours—and it should be mentioned in this 
connection that people at the Peak ave only 
allowed the use of their water-tass for one 
hour—Hongkong bis had a plentiful rainfall 
sufficient, one would think, to mect all the 
requirements of the city pepulaton, If that’ 
were the case then, the expedient of tim ting 
the supply might have been waived for the 
nonce, until the settled dry season had appear-" 
ed in sight, Litle wonder that people are 
grumbling in every’ direction at the Median 
Jaw which cannot be broken by the authorities, 

In the average houselold it is difficult to say 
how much water will be required inany single 
day. ‘The result of this ordinance by 
the water people is that every availiole bucket 
is filled to the atmos between 6 and 10 a.m. 
Supposing itis found that only half the quan- 
lity abtiined was needless, that means that 
thansands of gallons have bern wasted for no

Those of 
them who had visited the p'nce, must certainly 
have observed «a very ancient and fi-h-like 
smell (laughter), und that did not seem: to sug: 
gestfragrance. His view was.that the nume of 
uur Colony, a8 derived from the port of Hong- 
kong, was never connected with the place as a 
pleasant or fragrant spot, but that in all pro- 
bability a-man lived there whose name or sur- 
name was fragrance or pleasant, and wher held 
property in that vicinity, withthe result that the 
port was called the port of: Mr, Pleasant or Mr. 
‘Fragrance, And how did that name come to 
be applied to this Island ? asked the rev, gentle- 
man, Thereby -havigsy a tale. | Before the 
Colony passed into British occupation it was 
certain: that European. vessels used ‘to go to 
Aberdeen in order ‘to. replenish their empty 
water casksatithe mountain stream that rutisin, 
to the sea bythe Paper Mills, ‘I hey heard the 
port cnlled Hongkong and at once applied the 
name to the whole of the island, Shakespeare 
had said that “a rose by any other name "etc, 
but to the Chinese scholar, Hongkong, called 
“fragrant streams’, certainly does not sound as 
sweet, In fact, it stinks in his nostrils and’ is 
not fragrant at all, He has it that the name 
"tongkong’ is really derived from the port 
and not the village, for cectain it‘is that the 
Chinese named parts of the island, The 
southern port. they called Hongkong and@he 
northern side of the Colony, to us the far more 
important side, they called |“ 
“PETTICOAT STRING” ROAD. + | 

In fact, they still call it such, and to them the 
port of Aberdeen is known as Hongkong, 
Viewed from the maintand the earlier inhabit- 
ants saw the white.track around the hillside 
that was worn by the feet-of the toilers of the 
seit and to them it suggested a petticoat string. 


Before British occupation there was Petticoat |- 


String village at East Point. But things had 
changed, Look un this picture and on that, 
Where Des Vacux Road’ is, with its magnifir 
cent structures, the Alexandra Buildings. and 
Prince's Buildings, where the tramliie now 
runs, where your praya extensions are being 
filled in, there the toilers of the sea dragged 
their heavily laden junks along Petticoat 
String Road, and that road is, in parts, the 
ground now covered by the Queen’s Road. 
“When I look. at the buildings there 
and see what new fLiongkony has become 
I scem to see great promise for the future, 
not of Hongkong only, but of our civilisation 
on the aa mainiand.” Turning to the 
origional inhabitants of our island, the speaker 
said he was inctined.to go back to the end of 
the rath century, for there was evidence that, 


at that time, the mountains of the Colony were |- 


covered with fores's the same as those used to 
be across the harbour, and the first use of the 
tall peak running up from the present city wis 
asa pirates look-out station, ‘The most exalt- 
ed man inthe Colony to-day, if he might be 
allowed a joke, was the man at the flagstaff 
(laughter). Long before that benefactor fired his 
gun and raised his flag to inform us that letters 
from home were being brought into the har- 
wbour, the high’slopes of the island were used 
as a tnok-out station by pirates, and about a 
hundred years ago a famous pirate had his re- 
gulnr station very near to where the present 
signalling is now done. [t would therefore be 
seen thi the man, at the station on the Peak 
to-day has his predecessors (laughter), Com: 
ing down from some five or six hundred years 
ago (oa period of between 250 apd 300 years 
back the lecturer spoke af the various classes 
of Chinese that originally came to the Island, 
EAHLY DAYS OF AFFORESTATION | 
First came the Punti people from the heart 
of the preat Tung Kun District, which.in those 
days, before the province of Sun On was cut 
off, was the Yorkshire of China. Hongkong 
farmed a part of Sua On District when it was 
taken over by the British, These Punti people 
denuded the hill-side of ils trees, clearing the 
ground fur cullivation. After the Pantis came: 
the Hakka people, from the north-east of the 
provinces, Whereas the Puntis had cut down 


the wood, the Hakkas even cut down the- 


grass. There were then two groups of vil- 
Jages in the. Colony. The Punt: spenking 
villages, including Wong-nei-echong, ‘ang: 
Jungechau, Pok-fuelam, Chik-chu ° (Stanley; 
in former days the capital of the island) 
and’ Shek-o, Two Hakka villages were 
Tung-lo-wan and Tai-tam-tuk, Thirdly, the 
Huklo people came fromthe region of Swatow. 
These people. formed no villages of their own, 
but settled in existing villages such as Shau-ki- 
wan Cheung Chow (Long Island, to the right 
ot Macao), and Yaumati and Hunyhom on the 
mainland. ‘thete Hoklos were ternble fellows 
for piracy and’ smuggling, and a great deal of 
trouble wose through their mixture with the 
other people. It was only right-to say, how- 
ever, that these Hoklo;seople were the nucleus 
of the Chinese who had done so much under 
the Eurapean occupation. The lecturer ques: 
tioned if there was ever a spot on carl, where 
enterprse had done so much, Ifthe Briush 
founded colonies in the eastern seas, the Chinese 
developed them, and these Hoklo people were: 
the nucleus of those who'did the developing. 
Hritish enterprise and capital, but Chinese ta- 
bour had made the Colony what itis, “Why 
and how this Colony became British?’ The 
Rey. Pearce answered this by quoting from a 
work by his old friend, Dr. Eitel, who said it 
was the offspring of a marriage alliance con- 
cluded at Canton in 1643 between tho East 
India Company on the one part and the Chin- 
ese Government on the other. It was an ill- 
assorted marriage, one party having free-trade 
notions and ideas of international equality, and 
the other pevink enunciated ideas of monopoly 
and pressing claims of .political superiority
